QUESTIONS IN DAIL. 


APPLICATIONS FOR TARIFFS. 

In reply to a question by Mr. Dalton, in 
the Dail yesterday, Mr. Mclilligan, Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, stated that the 
industries which had applied for protective 
tariffs since January, 1904, were :—Coach- 
building,. boot and shoe, glass bottles, soap 
and candles, confectionery (including jam), 
blankets, furniture, metallic: bedsteads, shirt- 
making, hosiery, wholesale clothing, chemical 
manures, box and packing cases, tanning, 
fibre, packet sait, fish barrels, margarine, 
woollen piece goods. wheats flour, oatmeal, 
agricultural machinery, down quilts, rosary 
beads, brushes, printed matter and stationery, 
wrapping paper, brass-founding, _beil-found: 
ing, felts (i.e., roofing, etc.), galvanised 
hollow ware. 

In addition, applications were received from 
individual firms engaged in the manufacture 
of briar pipes, leather trunks, calcium car- 
bide, matches, bicycles, paints, baskets and 
tin-ware, 

Protective tariffs. have been imposed in the 
following industries:—Blankets and blanket- 
ing, boots and shoes, bottles oy jars of glass, 
candles; clo‘uing, personal and wearing 
apparel; furniture (other. than . bedsteads) 
made wholly or partly of wood, and bed 
steads of any material; motor bodies, soap, 
soap” substitutes and soap powders, sugar 
confectionery (including jam), oatmeal. 

Investigations had been carried out in the 
bacon-curing and yeast industries without an 
application having been lodged by the in- 
dustries concerned. A list of the names and 
situation of the firms engaged in protected 


ll industriés would involve particulars of from

RAILWAY SIGNS IN IRISH. 

Mr. P. O’Maille asked the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce whether any change 
had taken place in the policy of the Executive 
Council regarding the eo aa and, if 
not, why the provision of Section 68 of the 
Railways Act was not being given effect to; 
and why, at several stations on the system, 
notably at Dunlavin and Lucan Nort , the 
language had been completely ignored in the 
erection of the notices and signs, etc. 

Mr.. McGilligan said that no change had 
taken place in the policy of the Executive 
Council regarding the Irish language. The 
provisions of Section 68 were being given 
effect to by the Great Southern Railwavs 
Company. The Gaelic League forwarded a letter 
to. him on the 25th of Mav, and he replied that 
the allegation made in that letter was con- 
tradicted by the list of 27 stations furnished 
to him by the company, at which bi-lingual 
notices had already been provided. The ques- 
tion of printing passenger card tickets for 
ave in the Saorstat- in both Irish and 

Nglish had been pressed forward as rapidly 
as was .consistent with a reasonable 
conclusion. Section 68 of the - Act 
provided that this should be done, 
unless it wtuld jeopardise the standard 
revenue, and result in increased rates and 
fares. A satisfactory form of ticket had 
been produced, but he was informed by the 
company that its cost represented an increase, 
approximately, of £1,600 per annum, or 121 
per cent. on past expenditure. He was at 

resent having this figure investigated, to see 
if the cost could not he reduced. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

In reply to Mr. Morrissey, the Minister of 
Industry and Commerce stated that the num- 
ber- of persons registered as unemployed in 
the Saorstat on July 12th inst. was 21,923. 
The number registered as uinemployed on the 
corresponding dates in the preceding four 
vears were :—1925. 25,212; 1924, 44,971 ; 1923 
52,016; 1922, 41,399. 

Mr. Morrissey asked if it was on those 
figures that the Minister had made the state- 
ment in Limerick the other day, that there 
was less unemployment in the Free State 
this year than there had been at any time 
during the past five years, and whether those 
figures put him-in a position to make that 
statement with any degree of accuracy in view 
of the fact that the figures just now read out 
represented only a certain proportion of the 
total number unemployed. 

Mr. McGilligan said that his Limerick state- 
ment was not made on the basis of these 
figures. He made the statement that there 
was more employment by reason of added 
employment in protected industries and works 
like. the Shannon scheme.

THE WARBLE FLY. 


“One Who is Interested’ writes with 
reference to the ‘sufferings of farm animals | 
owing to the prevalence of the warble fly :— 
“I consider that it would be of great benefit 
and relief to dairymen, graziers, farmers, 
butchers and others if a remedy could be 
supplied to destroy the warble fly pest. The 
loss on animal hides alone is calculated, as far 
as this country is concerned, to amount to 
£1,000,000 per annum. Milch cows are re- 
duced to half their milk and some go com- 
pletely dry owing to the injury inflicted by 
the pest.” He suggests that some member of 
the Dail should bring the matter before the 
Department of Agriculture, and have it fully 
investigated with a view to finding a remedy 
which would eradicate the evil.

The Nationa] Land Bank. 


In Dáil Eireann yesterday the Minister 
for Finance announced that the Executive 
Council had decided to sell its interest in 
the National Land Bank to the Bank of 
Ireland for the sum of £203,000. This 
decision seems to have been taken in conse- 
quence of an interim report which has 
been issued by the Banking Commission. 
The Bank of Ireland offered to 
absorb the Land Bank and to pay 
the Government the: full amount of 


the name of the Minister for Finance. 
Mr. Blythe explained that a good bargain 
had been made. The Bank of Ireland will 
continue to operate the head office of the 
Land Bank for a period of one year, 
during which time al] the present 
directors, with the exception of Mr. J. J. 
McElligott, who is the personal repre- 
sentative of the Finance Minister, will 
continue to act.» Transferred customers 
are assured of considerate treatment by 
the Bank of Ireland. Those officials 
for whom no further employment can 
be found will be superannuated at 
two-thirds of their existing salaries; 
and, as the Government proposes to 
shoulder half the burden of this commit- 
ment, £15,000 of the purchase money will 
remain outstanding for a period of three 
years. A certain amount of opposition 
to the scheme was shown in the Dail; but 
the majority of the members realised that 
the best had been made of-a bad business, 
and the National Land Bank now passes 
into financial history as another example 
of the folly of a State’s interference in 
banking affairs. 

The National Land Bank was founded 
in 1919 with a nominal capital of 
£406,000, one half of which was paid. Its 
object, as explained by Mr. Blythe, was 
to prevent the struggle of Sinn Fein 
against the British Government from 
becoming a land war, and to that end its 
directors were anxious to finance land 
purchase throughout the country. Shortly 
afterwards the scope of the undertaking 
was widened. Deposits were accepted, but 
little money was forthcoming; and, when 
branches were opened in the provinces, they 
received scanty patronage. In 1923 the 
Minister for Finance took over all the share 
capital, enabling the shares held by co- 
operative farming societies to be repaid. 
The Land Bank then became a semi-State 
concern, including Mr. Blythe among its 
directors. Registers for Compensation Stock 
and Land Bonds were opened at the head 
office ; but the anomalous position of the 
Bank worked against it, and the public 
never gave it much support. -In 1925 it 
transferred land mortgages te the extent 
of £312,000 to the Land Commission, re- 
ceiving in return 44 per cent. Land 
Bonds, and against a possible depreciation 
of these it was forced to place a sum of 
£88,000 to special reserve. Its cash 
position was excellent, but its capital 
was insufficient to allow it to compete on 
level terms with the Irish Joint Stock 
Banks; and the financial conservatism of 
the Irish people ruined any chance that it 
ever may have had of becoming a national 
institution. 

The Government's association with the 
Land Bank was a bad blunder, and Mr. 
Biythe does not attempt to disguise that 
fact. In his speech at the end of the 
debate yesterday he said that, whatever 
might be the experience of other countries, 
a State Bank, on the National Land Bank 
system, could not be conducted success- 
fully in Ireland. The presence of a 
Minister, or a Minister’s deputy, on the 
Board encouraged the exercise of political 
pressure to. secure financial accommoda- 
tion from the Bank; and nobody ‘who 
knows Iréland needs to be warned by the 
League of Nations Committee on Banking 
against the palpable evils of such a condi- 
tion of affairs. The directors of the Land 
Bank admit that there can be no: half-way 
house between a State Bank and a private 
concern. The experiment was foolish, and

judgment. In the early days of its exist- 
ence it did many unnecessary things and 
neglected to do things that were essential. 
Its attempt to establish a separate 
medical register was a case in point. 
Its failure to make provision for patents 
was another; and in this connection 
we are glad to note that prompt steps 
have been taken by the Ministry for 
Industry and Commerce to guard against 
the unpleasant consequences of Mr. 
Justice Meredith’s recent judgment if it 
should be upheld by the Supreme Court. 
The decision to “ scrap ” the Land Bank 
cannot have been easy. It meant 4 
sacrifice of sentiment in the interests of 
good business; and we congratulate Mr. 
Blythe on the courage which he has 
shown in the interests of the national 
credit. 


London’s City Churches. 


Yesterday the Sheriffs of the City of 
London exercised the City’s ancient right 
to offer a petition at the Bar of the House 
of Commons. They were moved to this 
course by a danger which threatens the 
old churches that are London’s most 
sacred and, perhaps, most precious monu- 
ments. Recently the Assembly of the Church 
of England adopted a bill which is entitled 
“The Union of Benefices and Disposal 
of Churches (Metropolis) Measure.” The 
bill empowers the Bishop of London 
to abolish nineteen of the City’s old 
churches—to suppress the benefices and 
to sell the sites—in order that money may 
be raised for Church development in other 
parts of his vast diocese. On Monday the 
Bishop’s motion that the bill should be 
ptesented to the King for the Royal 
Assent was discussed in the House of 
Lords and, after a vigorous debate, was 
carried by seventy-one against fifty-four 
votes. A similar motion must be passed 
ine the House of Commons before the bill 
can become law,’ and the City Corpora- 
tion’s petition yesterday prayed that the 
House would reject this motion, which 
will be proposed by Lord Hugh Cecil. 
The advocates of the Assembly’s bill 
founded their case entirely on considera- 
tions of utility, There are forty-six parish 
churches in the City of London, with a 
total congregation, on Sundays, of some 
2.500 souls ; and, according to the Bishop's 
estimate, their maintenance costs £60,000 
a year. On the other hand, Greater 
London is growing swiftly; its spiritual 
needs: are clamant, and the Bishop 
declares that they can be met only by 
the sacrifice of the nineteen churches 
which he has scheduled for destruction. 
Of course, ‘these churches, harbours of quiet 
in London’s central roar, have a huge site- 
value. Why, then, is the City Corpora- 
tion opposed to the Assembly s bill, and 
why is it supported in that opposition by 
a great. body of educated opinion in 
London and throughout the country? 
Here is once more the old conflict between 
utility and idealism—with the unusual 
circumstance that the aldermen, not the 
ecclesiastics, are on the side of the angels. 
London values her ancient churches for 
a hundred reasons. Many of them are 
beautiful buildings, typical of the work 
of a noble period in British architecture ; 
and they are thronged with historic 
associations of the proudest kind. Surely 
such churches, though empty, fulfil a 
spiritual function by the solemnising 
appeal which their mere fabric makes 
daily to the city’s crowded millions of 
workers and thinkers. Why, however, 
should the City churches be empty, with 
such potential congregations at their 
doors—congregations which might be 
attracted by the right methods and the 
right men? This surely is the weak point 
in the Assembly's armour. The same faith 
that could refill the City churches on 
week-days could find money, without any 
destruction of beauty or any outrage on 
history, for the new churches tat are 
needed in other places. We think that 
most Irish Churchmen will rejoice if the 
City of London’s petition to the House of 
Commons is crowned with success. 


Aetial Fire-fighters. 


In most countries civil aviation has 
developed chiefly as a means of transport, 
but in Canada a different line of 
progress has been followed. There an 
immense amount of work is done for the 
State by flying men—firstly, in surveying 
and mapping undeveloped territory, and, 
secondly, in fighting the menace of fire 
which ever lurks in the timber districts. 
In The World’s Health the protection of 
the Canadian forests by aircraft is de- 
scribed. The aeroplane has obvious ad- 
vantages over all craft moving on land or 
water as a means of reconnaissance. A 
well-organised service of aerial patrols 
now watches for outbreaks of fire and, 
where these occur, transmits the alarm 
and develops plans of attack.  Fire- 
fighters, supplies, mechanical equipment 
and fire foremen are carried by air to the 
danger spot. At every patrol station there 
are aluminium pumps, designed to be 
carried on a man’s back, and an equip- 
ment of hose divided into parts, every one 
of which is of the bulk of one man’s 
loading. The stations are in wireless 
comnunication with the observing aero- 
planes, and, when an alarm is received, 
crews with equipment are hurried to suit- 
able spots at which they can be picked 
up by the flying craft. During 1924 
fifteen seaplanes protected 100,000,°00 
acres of forest in the province of Ontario 
alone. The immensity of the problem of 
controlling forest fires is revealed by the 
fact that over 1,000 outbreaks occur in 
twelve months. There are many _ losses 
attendant on the destruction ot: timber, 
Along the Pacific coast, where fires have 
wrought enormous havoc, navigation often 
is interrupted and the lives of dwellers 
in towns within the range of the smoke 
blanket are made miserable for days. A few 
years ago the sun was hidden completely 
from the town of Portland, Oregon, by 
dense smoke clouds, and on another nein 
sion shipping companies on the Great 
Lakes lost thousands of pounds through 
the interference of smoke wi é enili 
of their vessels. on 


Forgotten Victorians. 


The twentieth century has dealt hardly 
with the literature of the Victorian age 
Of the very word “ Victorian ” it has notild 
4 reproach, and many admirable writers 
haye passed into a limbo of oblivion In 
The ‘Quarterly Review Mr. Horace G 


inson seeks to revive the memory 
pore of these, and to bespeak credit 
for their achievements. He praises White 
Melville and James Payn, and affirms of 
Wilkie Collins and Le Fann that they 
excelled the moderns in the modern genre 
of mystery story. Subtlety is the quality 
which Mr. Hutchinson finds most sadly 
lacking in the Victorians—“they go, in 
simple fashion, straight at their job. He 
considers that Lever has fallen into 
neglect solely through lack of the artistic 
gift of setting forth his material to the 
best advantage. Lever is prone to the 
Victorian fault of loading the main 
narrative with anecdotes by the way, that 
delay the action. Mr. Hutchinson sug- 
gests that the “by the way” stories in 
“Charles O'Malley” might be packed 
together in one volume and sold separately. 
The main book would be reduced to the 
length of a modern novel. “I believe 
that thus to edit it and so to publish it 
would be the most popular way of its 
rescue from Limbo.” These liberties with 
the writings of dead authors are hard to 
defend and seldom are successful. In the 
very faults of old-time novels there is an 
air of the leisurely age in which they were 
composed. Lever—whose remarkable stories 
of the Peninsular War were written without 
first-hand knowledge of the ground or of 
military life—will live or die according 
as the world remembers or forgets the 
spacious, rollicking, formless novels as 
they left his pen. How many readers of 
to-day remember the Reverend Hamilton 
Maxwell, that strange genius of Dromore, 
who taught Lever his craft and was his 
inspiration ?

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


INDIAN AFFAIRS. 


MR. JACK JONES ORDERED TO 
WITHDRAW, 


From THE PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT 
WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

The House of Commons, after witnessing 
the reception of the deputation from the City 
of London on the Union of Benefices Bill, 
this afternoon, turned to a dreary list of 
questions with a sigh, for the sun was just 
beginning to appear after an almost com- 
plete absence since Sunday. | 

The proceedings were not without excite- 
ment, however, for Mr. Jack Jones provided 
an interlude. The Speaker has been accused 
of undue leniency in the case of Socialists 
misbehaving in the House, but this afternoon 
he descended upon Mr. Jack Jones with an 
impetus that quite surprised that remarkable 
politician.’ The Minister of Mines, who is en- 
gaged on a committee, was not present to 
answer questions, whereupon Mr. Jones re- 
marked that the Minister was not present 
because he was incapable of answering. The 
Speaker at once demanded a withdrawal of 
the remark, or a withdrawal of Mr. Jones 
from the House. Mr. Jones casually in- 
formed the Speaker that he withdrew, but 
that he believed his remark was correct, all the 
same. The Speaker at once ordered him to 
withdraw from the House, which. Mr. Jones 
did. muttering as he went. The House has 
been an acute sufferer from Mr. Jones's 
mannerisms during question hour this week. 

Mr. Churchill presided over a: miniature de- 
bate concerning the proposed betting tax, 
when several members illuminated the pro- 
ceedings by revealing what they knew of Turf 
means and measures. Mr. Churchill, however. 
provided more novel information than any- 
body else. ‘‘ It is but seldom that there are 
two race meetings on one day, he 
informed a startled House, which, when 
the information had been assimilated, 
rocked with uncontrollable laughter. 
Mr. Churchill joined in when he 
realised that race meetings were not quite as 
uncommon as he had thought. Major Cohen 
asked him a question suggesting that a loss 
would be incurred on telegrams through 
betting having to take place on the course, 
but Mr. Churchill gaily replied that what he 
lost on the swings he would gain on the 
roundabouts. 

Asked by Mr. Clynes whether the further 
stages of the Mining (Reconstruction) Bill 
would afford an appropriate occasion for a 
debate on the subject of representations made 
by the clerical deputation in regard 
to. the mining dispute. Mr. Baldwin 
said that it was not ‘quite’ certain 
whether that bill would be back from eom- 
mittee this week. It would be possible to 
raise the subject either on an estimate or on 
the Appropriation Bill. Mr. Clynes said that 
he and his friends would seek an earlier 
opportunity of debating the matter. 

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

Earl Winterton, Under-Secretary for India, 
submitted the India Office Estimates. He 
was able to congratulate his department, 
the House and the country generally upon 
the state of things, which he regarded as 
extremely hopeful. If there was one black 
spot in an otherwise satisfactory review, :t 
was that Communal tension has been steadily 
increasing, and this, he said, now constituted 
the greatest menace confronting the Govern- 
ment of India. The strife between the 
Moslems and Hindus had led to a large 
number of conflicts and riots, and no religious 
festival had teen. carried through without 
elaborate precautions for the preservation or 
order. 

In all other matters great progress had 
been made. ‘The railways “were in a satis- 
factory condition, and during the last three 
vears, after all charges, including interest 
and capital, had been met, the net 
profit had been 63 millions sterling 
per annum. There was not a 
to complain of in regard to trade and finance, 
and he made the point that the Government 
of India was one of the first to take steps 
for a drastic curtailment of expenditure in 
order to free the finances of the country 
from the disturbances consequent upon the 
war. 

Colonel Wedgwood was compelled to 
condole with the noble lord on having to 
make a statement so purely non-controversial. 
He expressed his satisfaction that we had 
in India as Viceroy an old member of the 
House, as the Commons was, perhaps, the 
best possible school for the teaching of respon- 
sible government. 

The discussion that followed was varied to 
a degree, but there was very little serious 
criticism. Both Mr. Saklatvala and Mr. 
Johnston deplored the labour conditions 
which made it possible for many thousands 
of natives to be employed at something 
under £5 a month, and the hon. member for 
Dundee, in particular, pointed to the case of 
Bengal miners, who, he said, had to work 
for about Zs. 2d. a week. 

Earl Winterton, in the course of his reply 
to the debate, said that Lord Birkenhead 
had adopted the proposal of the Government 
of India that there should be additional 
seats on the Legislative Councils for four 
Labour representatives and eight representa- 
tives of the depressed classes. 

The vote was passed. 


LORD BANBURY'’S BILL. 

Lord roa aM got very little sympathy 
from ‘their lordships this evening when he 
moved the second reading of his one-clause 
bill repealing the Trade Disputes Act of 
1906. The noble Jord frankly admitted that 
a drastic proposal of this kind would come 
more fittingly from the Government of the 
day. The Government, however, had taken 
no step, and his reason for bringing forward 
his own bill was that if the matter was not 
tackled now it would never be done at all. 

Lord Templemore moved the adjournment 
of the debate, and Lord Dunedin, support- 
ing the amendment, said that there was little 
doubt in his mind that the trade unions 
wanted to govern the country, but that was 
a matter for the Government to deal with 
I'he path to be trodden was a thorny one. 
No private member was capable of taking it 

"he Lord Chancellor said that it was not 
correct to say that the Government were 
taking no measures to deal with the situation 
which had been created. A committee: which 
has been apointed to consider the whole of 
the existing law affecting trade unions was 
on the point of making its recommendations 
and these would be considered by the Cabinet 
at an early date, with a view to such legis- 
lation as might be found necessary. There 
were two strong objections to Lord Banbury’s 
bill. In the first place it went too far, tha 
in the next place it made no provision for 
secret: ballots. The right of combination had 
only been won after a hard struggle, and the 
Government certainly never intended to take 
away that right. There were, however abuses

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| LONDON LETTER. 


AT THE BAR OF THE HOUSE, 
—— 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON 
Tvespay Nour. : 
It must be many years since the City 
of London presented a petition at the bap 
of the House of Commons, though I re- 
member when a deputation from the City 
of Dublin, headed by the Lord Mayor. 
was received by the House some ten yearg 
ago; for, while the right of presenting a 
petition to the House of Commons is 
possessed by very few civic bodies, Dublin 
used to be one of them. This afternoon 
the House was crowded in expectation of 
uite a brilliant ceremonial, since tha 
Sheriffs of London had arrived at West. 
minster with all the pageantry attending 
the Corporation of the City of London ia 
its public appearances. State carriages 
had conveyed the civic officials to the 
House, where on arrival they were con. 
ducted to the Speaker’s Library to join 
in his procession through the Lobby to tha 
House. On arrival at the great doors of 
the Chamber the civic portion of the pro. 
cession was halted while the Speaker 
passed on, and a few minutes later the 
Sheriffs were publicly informed that the 
Speaker was at his prayers. 3 


The Sheriff's Arrival. 


Private business and prayers were soon 
over, and then the Speaker, ostensibly 
seeing for the first time the bravery of 
scarlet robes, sable tippets and = go) 
chains, inquired of the Serjeant-at-Arms 
““Who is there?” The Serjeant, bowing 
replied ‘‘ The Sheriffs of London” ; ani 
taking the mace on his shoulder, walke/ 
to the door and invited the Sheriffs and 
the City Remembrancer to enter. This 
they did, but at the same moment thie 
attendants drew the bar from its restiny 
place and cut off admission to the floor of 
he House. The Speaker inquired what 
the Sheriffs had there, and a petition was 
discovered praying that the Union of 
Benefices Bill be not presented for the 
Roval Assent. This was eollected by the 
Clerk of the House, who handed it to the 
Speaker, who returned it with instru 
tions that it should be read. This was 
done, and the House, presumably, wa: 
deeply edified by the reasons given by the 
City why the Bill should not become law 
for there were quite loud cheers at the 
conclusion of the recital. The Sheriffs 
then backed out of the House with three 
deep reverences, the petition was dropped 
into a black bag. and the event of the 
day was over. 


Conservative Slackness, 


The falling off in the attendance of 
Conservative members of the . House 
Commons has brought forth a stern warn- 
ing from the Government Chief Whip 
remonstrating with those who are irregular 
in théir attendance, while porting out 
that continued absenteeism must mean a 
curtailment of the summer holidays. His 
action is due to the small attendance at 
the sitting on Fridays, particularly that 
of Friday last, when Mr. Walter Guin. 
ness introduced. the Government's prin- 
cipal agricultural measure of the session. 
There were no more than. one hundred 
and fifty Conservative members -present 
at any time, and, as four o'clock drew 
near, the attendance had fallen so low 
that the Government was unable to move 
the closure of the debate. That the Chief 
Government Whip should have found it 
necessary to issue such a warning is sur 
prising, in view of the fact that 
Government majority has enabled the 
Whips to arrange considerable relief 
during the sittings for members of the 
Conservative Party. 


The Franc. 


The decline of the franc continues, 
while the bitter feeling against Americans 
is increasing in Paris. Report indicates 
that some unpleasant scenes took place 
last night in the streets, when Americans 
were insulted while dining in the open 
air. This indication of strong feeling 1s 
interesting, since France always had a 
sentimental consideration for the Unite! 
States, while it indicates that she realises 
that the pressure for the payment of war 
debts is inspired by the action of her old 
friend, and not by the necessities of Great 
Britain alone. In the City of London 
some anxiety is felt about the delivery of 
goods ordered in France at the current 
rate of exchange a few weeks ago; for i! 
is feared that French merchants, in al! 
probability, will try to evade their con- 
tracts, since delivery at a profit will be 
out of the question. 


The Lane Bequea. 


The situation here in regard to the 
Lane Collection is somewhat nebulous 
for it is difficult to secure an expression 
of opinion from anybody not  biassed 
Nearly everybody with Irish sentiment 
thinks that the pictures ought to go 
Dublin, while on the other side the idea 
is that the pictures are admirably placed 
in the Gallery of British Art at Mil!- 
bank. In the meanwhile the Bill intr 
duced in the House of Lords by Lord 
Carson proposing that the pictures shou!d 
be lent or given to Ireland stil] hangs 
fire. It is awaiting consideration by the 
Committee of Standing Orders in the 
House of Lords. 


Mr. Lloyd George. 


Rumour says that Mr. Lloyd Geory 
who had intended to pay a-visit to Russia 
this autumn, has abandoned his intentic 
for the present, and that he will. devote 
himself to pushing his land campaiz 
and to the regeneration of the Libe 
Party. The struggle in this party is now. 
likely to be based more on finance than ce! 
policy, and Mr. Lloyd George is thus 
hopeful of success, since he controls 
greatest amount of money. He will not 
be allowed to assume control of the pari’ 
without a struggle, however; for oppos 
tion will be strong on the part of those 
who do not intend to come under his 
domination again. 


The West Ham Guardians. 


Considerable interest is being taken in 
the developments with regard to the 
Guardians in West Ham. This townsl1p 
hitherto has been looked upon as an £! 
Dorado by. the shiftless: but, with the 
coming into force of the new authority 
to-day, very considerable changes w' 
take place. Seventy-two thousand persons 
have been receiving relief every week on 
occasions, while there is a permanent list 
of twenty-seven thousand, or one in ever? 
ten of the population. The new scheme 
will distribute relief on quite a different 
system to the old, and there will be much 
done with relief in kind instead of moner 
Arrangements are being made for a loan 
of a quarter of a million pounds to enable 
the new Guardians to carry on and to 
meet the three thousand cheques left to 
them as a legacy by the old Guardians 
Without a penny in the bank to meeé 
them.

“A WISE DECISION.” 


STATEMENT BY LAND 
BANK DIRECTORS. 


The following statement was issued last 
evening from the head office of the National 
Land Bank, Dublin: — 


We have to announce that proposals under 
which the shares now held by the Minister 
for Finance will be purchased by the Bank of 
Ireland have been accepted by the Govern- 
ment, and the Bank of Ireland will conse- 
quently have control of the bank in future. 

The reasons which have led the Govern- 
ment to take this step and the various details 
of the arrangement will, we understand, be 


, explained in the Dail to-day by the Minister 


for Finance. We have, however, the au- 
thority of the Governors and Directors of the 
Bank of Ireland to state that it is their in- 
tention to continue the National Land Bank, 
and that the change in ownership will not in 
any way adversely affect the business of the 
bank, which will. be carried on in these 
premises as heretofore. Clients of the bank 
will be able to continue business without any 
change, and the bank will be in a position 
to offer the same facilities to the public as 
previously, with the additional advantage of 
a close connection with the Bank of Ireland. 

The question of the possible discontinuance 
of branches of the bank where branches of 
the Bank of Ireland also exist will be con- 
sidered later. and in any ¢hange which may 
prove desirable the interests of the clients of 
the bank will be fully safeguarded. We 
would like also to say that the interests and 
rights of the staff have been fully safeguarded 
in the agreement made with the Minister. 

We are also authorised to state that the 


| present directors will continue on the Board 


of the National Land Bank, with the excep- 
tion of the Minister for Finance and Mr. 
McElligott, who is his direct representative. 
We would like to take this opportunity to 
to state that, in cur opinion, the decision of 
the Government to accept the offer made by 
the Bank of Ireland is a wise one, having 
regard to all the circumstances. It has been 


apparent to us for some years that there + 


was no satisfactory half-way house between 
a State Bank, regulated by statute and 
carrying out definite functions for and on 
behalf of the State, and a bank controlled 
hy private shareholders. The position of the 


| National Land Sank has been anomalous, in 


so far as it was neither one nor the other. 
Its functions were not clearly defined, and 
only a relatively small proportion of the 
Government’s business was entrusted to it. 
In form it has been managed and has 
functioned for the past few years on similar 
lines to the Irish Joint Stock Banks. When 
it was created by the action of the First 


Dail it was believed that it would be sup- 
iported by the people, and that it would 
Í obtain a substantial share of the bank de- 


posits in Ireland. 

These anticipations were not fully realised, 
and as the Government did not consider the 
development of the bank into a State Bank 
either desirable or practicable at the present 
time, it is our considered opinion that thev 
have acted wisely in accepting the offer of 
the Bank of Ireland, as under these pro- 


‘posals the State connection with the bank 


is terminated without anv inconvenience to 


the bank’s customers, and without endanger- 
'ing the rights of the bank’s staff.

Joyce immediately 
gave the alarm, and Mr. McGrath dashed 
upstairs with a chemical fire extinguishing 
apparatus. F 

ESCAPE OF THE AUDIENCE. 

By this time the operating box was a mass 
of smoke and flames, and in their effort to 
check the fire both the operator and the pro- 
prietor had their hands and hair singed, and 
had to be treated by a doctor. Meanwhile 
the small audience had hurriedly left, and 
Thomas Laffey, of the Claddagh, was sent 
for the only fire engine that is available in 
the city. It is housed with the Civic Guards 
at Eglinton Street Station. A few minutes 
later picture-goers who walked along Eyre 
square to Victoria place to the theatre were 
amazed to fimd the building in flames.. The 
fire had spread with great rapidity, and in 
less than half an hour the theatre, which was 
erected by the late Mr. R. J. Mackie fifteen 
years ago, was a mass of sparks and flames. 

Sergeant Tallon, of Eglinton Street 
Station, organised a posse of the Guards, 
and hurried to the scene, while the hand fire 
engine ‘was brought along. Superintendent 


Comyn withdrew every Guard in the city 


from duty and sent them to the fire, and an 
armed company of the Irish-speaking bat- 
talion of the Army. under Captain Timony, 
came from Renmore Barracks to keep back 
the thousands that by nine o’clock had col- 
lected around the theatre. 

FIGHTING THE FLAMES. 

The employés of the Galway General 
Omnibus Company, whose dépétt is 
across the road, stood.by to guard their 
petrol tanks and the vehicles from the flying 
sparks, while Messrs McDonogh’s men 
gathered on the tarred roofs of the guano 
stores, with buckets of water and wet sacks, 
to keep down the flames. The wind blew 
from the south-west, and every gust sent 
showers of sparks and burning wood on to 
the roof. It was a thrilling sight to see the 
men on the roofs working hard to keép the 
spurting flames under control. No ‘sooner 
had a flame sprung up on one part of the 
roof than a vigilant fire-fighter pounced upon 
it with wet sacks or water buckets. 

A great portion of the furniture and 
antiques were removed from Roche’s auction 
mart, next door, which is Church property, 
and where tor many years meetings of the 
various societies had been held; but the 
flames encompassed it so rapidly that the 
fire-fighters had to descend their ladders and 
try to prevent the fire from reaching the 
dwellings next door. 

By 11 o’clock the flames had sprung sky- 
wards and the two buildings, resembled two 
great torches. Many tourists crowded the 
windows of the Railway Hotel to watch the 
spectacle. A pathetic interlude was afforded 
When a big black cat, frightened by the 
crowds, dashed into the burning building, 
and before it could regain safety was burned 
to a cinder. 

FALL TO THE CURRAGH. 

For a time it looked as if the great gas 
containers of the Galway Gas Light Com- 
pany were in danger, but fortunately the 
wind veered in the other direction and they 
were saved. The military fire brigade at the 
Curragh was telegraphed for, and news was 
received that they had left for the scene at 
9 o'clock. The fire strikingly illustrates the 
urgent need for efficient provincial brigades. 
The theatre was worth from £8, to 
£10,000, and was partially insured. 

At 11 o'clock full water pressure was ob- 
tained, and the Guards. broke: through 
Mannion’s house, next to the Auction Mart, 
and turned a line of hose into the flames, thus 
checking the fire. Mr. Carter, caretaker. of 
the mart, is homeless, and a sum of £50, the 
property of his sister, is said to have been 
lost in the fire. The Mannions are likewise 
homeless. and all their furniture is on the 
street. By heroic efforts the gas workers suc- 
ceeded in cutting off an old gas pipe connect- 
ing the works across the road with the 
theatre. 

At midnight the fire was under control.

DEATH OF DZERCZINSKY. 
MOSCOW, Tuesday. 

The death is announced of Dzerczinsky, 
a People’s Commissar. He was President of 
the Supreme Economic Council of the Soviet 
Union, and the President of the “ A.G.P.U.,”’ 
or State Political Department, formerly 
known as the ‘‘ Cheka.’’ His death occurred 
suddenly, owing to cardiac paralysis. 

Dzerczinsky was born in 1877. He began 
to take part in the revolutionary movement 
in 1895, and was one of the principal leaders 
of the October revolution. He became Presi- 
dent of the Cheka, and later of the 
“ A.G.P.U.”’ (State Political Department) .—-

y Dail Eireann yesterday Mr. P. 
McGilligan, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, introduced .the Patents, 
Designs and Trade Marks Bill. 

He referred to the judgment given by 
Mr. Justice Meredith in the High Court 
last week to the effect that Letters Patent 
granted in London before December 7th, 
1921, had no force in the Free State, and 
said that, if that decision were established 
as a rule of law, it was the view of the 
Executive Council that there should be 
legislation to declare the validity of the 
patents concerned. 

If the Supreme Court reversed Mr. 
Justice Meredith’s decision, the bill would 
be withdrawn. 

The Minister for Justice invited the 
House to approve the Rules of Court. Mr. 
Thomas Johnson moved the rejection of 
the rules for the Circuit Court. The) 
debate was adjourned. 


PATENTS BILL. 


SEQUEL TO HIGH COURT 
DECISION. 

In Dail Eireann yesterday, Mr. McGilligan, 
Minister for Commerce, sought leave to in- 
troduce a Patents and Designs Bill. The 
main section, he said, was Section 2, which 
was to give continued validity to patents 
granted by the Patent Office, in London, 
before the 7th December, 1921. There were 
a few other sections doing exactly the same 
with regard to trade marks and designs. 

Deputies, the Minister said, must have 
noticed that a judge of the High Court had 
decided that patents granted before the 7th 
December, 1921, ceased, by the very setting 
up of the Free State, to have any further 
force and effect in the-Free State. An appeal 
had been entered against that decision, and 
the matter was sub judice, If that judgment 
were established, it was the view the 
Executive Council that there should be legis- 
Jation to declare the validity of the patents, 
and to declare that with retrospective effect. 

The bill is the Patents, Trade Marks and 
Designs (Validation) Bill, and the purpose is 
stated in the title as being ‘‘to declare and 
establish the validity in Saorstat Eireann of 
certain British patents and the British regis- 
tration of certain trade marks and designs.” 

Mr. Johnson asked if it was decent to 
introduce at that stage a bill which could 
not be taken further till November. It 
seemed to be calculated to prejudice the 
decision of the Court. 


QUESTION OF COPYRIGHT. 

Major Cooper pointed out that the Minister 
had omitted altogether the question of copy- 
right, which might be challenged any day in 
the same way as patents. 

Mr. O’Connell—Will the Minister say 
whether the bill: will be necessary if the 
decision of the High Court is reversed’ 

Mr. McGilligan—No. 

Mr. Johnson—Then it is a bill which we 
certainly ought not to allow to be introduced. 
It, is what is called “‘ waving the flag ’’— 
telling the Courts what the Legislature would 
like them to do. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that the bill was. intro- 
duced now as a matter of Parliamentary con- 
venience, Talk of “waving the flag’’ was 
bai? the Court had nothing to. do with 

ills. 

Mr. Johnson said that he opposed the 
introduction of the bill, not on account of 
the merits, beeause of those he knew 
nothing, but because of the statements of the 
Ministers. The position had been known for 
some months in ‘the departments. 

Mr. McGilligan—No. 

Mr. Johnson—It has been believed in the 
departments to be what has been found by 
the Court. 

Mr. McGilligan—No; it has not. 

Mr. O'Higgins—Where does the deputy get 
that extraordinary information? 

Mr. Johnson—I am making an assertion. 

Mr. O’Higgins—And we are making the 
contrary assertion. 

Mr. Johnson, resuming, said that it had 
been general public property that the law 
was as stated by Mr. Justice Meredith. Now 
Ministers were wakening, suddenly, to the 
fact that that was the position; and, 
in response to the outcry ‘across the 
water, they produced this measure. There 
had been no outcry in MTIreland a 
in defence of Irish interests. He asked 
whether any reciprocal proposals had been 
obtained from the British side. Under the 
present patents law protection should not be 
given unless certain steps had been taken 
by the patentees to manufacture the patented 
articles in the Free State. "Was that being 
put into operation? Compliance with that 
law ought to have been obtained as a 
quid pro quo in connection with the declara- 
tion of validity. 


A CRIMINAL ACT. 


Major Cooper said that patents were the 
outcome of. a man’s brains and became a 
valuable asset. Why. should they, a new 
State, confiscate property belonging to others 
who had invested their money and used their 
mental powers to develop industry and in- 
crease the amenities of life? To do so would 
be a wrong and criminal act. . He submitted 
that the protection of the State’s reputation 
for honesty and fair-play was more important 
than the matter of justifying D 
Johnson’s national pride and dignity. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh asked if Deputy Cooper 
were aware that a number of patents had 
been recently stolen from another country. 

Major Cooper replied that if there were 
any case like that, it should be brought before 
the Courts. He ventured to think that the 
Minister did wisely in giving notice that 
they were prepared to deal with this matter 
not on a national, but on an international 
basis, and that they would treat patentees of 
other countries fairly. He would be sorry if 
Deputy Johnson carried the question to a 
division, because it meant that the Saorstat 
would get a reputation that would not be 
enviable. 


BOTH WAYS. ' 

Mr. McGilligan remarked that there was 
no one in the House who stood up to defend 
the dignity of the Courts more tua Deputy 
Johnson, and at, the same time he held the 
judges up to scorn. Let them imagine a 
er cape Aí to decide if there were such a 
law existing in the Free State—being in- 
fluenced by the present bill. That. however. 
was Deputy Johnson’s opinion of the judges. 
The deputy had spoken about the patentees 
manufacturing in the Saorstat, and had 
asked why the Government did not enforce 
certain obligations as a quid pro quo for 
recognising the validity of the patents of yester- 
day and at the same time the deputy held that 
there was no patents law in the country. He 
wondered if that were an example of the 
public’s knowledge of patents law. and . if 
Deputy Johnson, in his wisdom, were giving 
it as such to the House. 

Deputy Johnson had spoken about waving 
flags, but he had hoisted a very extraordinary 
flag there that day—the flag of the pirate— 
and that was why he had requested the House 
to refuse the bill a first reading.

DEPUTATION. 


VIEWS OF UNIONIST 
MEMBERS, 
——_@———— 


The Grand Committee Room at the House 
of Commons was crowded yesterday after- 
noon by a deputation of Unionist menibers 
who waited on the Prime Minister to impress 
upon the Government the urgency of the re- 
form of the House of Lords. The following 
official report of the proceedings was 
issued :— 

“The. Prime Minister, who was accom: 
panied by the Lord Privy Seal, the Secretary 
of State for India, the Home Secretary, the 
Secretary of State for Air, the First Commis- 
sioner of Works, and the Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, met to-day a deputa- 
tion from Unionist members of both, Houses 
of Parliament in connection with the reform 
of the House of Lords, i 

“In reply to statements made on behalf of 
the deputation by Sir Robert Sanders and 
the Earl of Midleton, the Prime Minister re- 
peated the pledge which he had previously 
given, that it was the intention of the Go- 
vernment to deai with this question in the 
lifetime of the present Parliament. If the 
members of the two Committees of the 
House of Lords and the House of Commons 
could reach a close measure of agreement on a 
definite scheme of reform, the Government 
would welcome any suggestions which might 
result from their joint eliberations.” 


COMMITTEES’ VIEWS. 

The Press Association adds that Sir Robert 
Sanders, in introducing the deputation, placed 
before the Prime Minister the results of .ue 
last meeting of the Committee, which was 
attended by some eighty members. It was 
unanimously agreed, he said, that the Parlia- 
ment Act is, admittedly, a temporary: and 
ncomplete measure. It was agreed yearly 
unanimously that the necessary amendment cf 
the Parliament Act ought to be considered 
without delay. It was unanimously agreed 
that the duty of defining what is, or is not, a 
Money Bill should no longer rest with the 
Speaker.. It was agreed nearly unanimously 
that no Bill rejected by the Second Chamber 
should become law without reference to the 
electorate, provided always that the Second 
Chamber be reconstituted on a more demo- 
cratic basis than the existing House of Lords. 
It was unanimously agreed that, in case of a 
difference between the two Houses, which 
cannot be settled by conference and negotia- 
tion, the Government may resort to a 
referendum. 

A long discussion on the “hereditary ele- 
taent’’ took place. When put to the vote, 
53 voted against the hereditary element and 
26 for it, a number refraining from voting. 
The danger we apprehend, said Sir Robert, is 
not so much that of Socialists getting a 
majority in the country. What is more than 
possible is that, without a majority in the 
country, they may have, as we have now, a 
considerable majority in the House of Com- 
rons. In that case they could, under the 
Parliament Act, pass, in one year, any 
measure certified by their Speaker to be finan- 
cial, and, in two years, any méasure of any 
sort or kind, without consulting the people 
in any way. That is a very great danger. It 
is one that we think it is particularly the duty 
of a Government with a big majority to deal 
with, and we respectfuliy urge that a start 
ought to be made next session, in order that 
a remedial measure may he given every. chance 
to pass, and in order that it may not be new 
to the electorate when an election comes on. 

The Earl of Midleton said :—We have 
been able to ascerlain the views of between 
200 and 300 Unionist peers on the quests” 
of Second Chamber reform. The ust 
majority of them have signified, in writing, 
their general assent to the principle of re- 
form on the following lines :— 

1.—The Parliament Act is held to require 
amendment—(a) in regard to the Speaker’s 
sole discretion’ as to money bills; (b) as re- 
gards the power of the House of Commons, 
under the Parliament Act. to pass measures 
of constitutional change affecting the Crown 
and the Second Chamber of Parliament as 
the sole instrument of legislation; (c) as re- 
gards the absence of any provision for 
settling differences: between the two Houses, 


either by referendum or otherwise. 


2.—Provided that the Parliament Act can 
be so amended that drastic changes cannot 
be carried through without the will of the 
people being clearly ascertained, the great

If the 
fate of the Lane picturés furnishes Ireland 
with a noble proof of English magnanimity 
and good-will, they may acquire a value ten 
times greater than that of a]l the Old Masters 
which have been transferred from Europe to 
America: . . ' The pictures must be won 
for Dublin by appeals, not to legal rights, 
but to moral and ‘social expediencey.

I fell out of the lift. | 
thought it was at the floor, but it was away 
from it.” 

Dr. Alfred Bakewell Howitt, of Chesham 
street, the Marchioness’s medical attendant, 
said that he was called in after the accident 
and found that the Marshioness had broken 
an ankle, and had bruises on her right wrist, 
neck and face. She remained in bed, and 
had three nurses to look after her. She had 
been failing in health very rapidly during 
the last six months, and he had told her 
relatives that he did not think that she would 
live much longer. Complications followed the 
accident, and her: temperature rose. She 
gradually became weaker; and died on Friday 
from bronchitis, following fracture of the 
ankle. 

The Coroner, in recording his verdict, said 
that no doubt death. was accelerated by the 
shock and exhaustion.

A TRAMP OF THIRTY MILES. 


News of the escape of two boys from an 
industrial school was made known in Water 
ford yesterday. 3 

Two months ago James Kelly, aged 10, 
Grady’s lane, Waterford, and Michael Howlett, 
aged 10, Ballygunner, Waterford, were com- 
mitted to St. Joseph’s Industrial School, 
Clonmel. On Monday they escaped from 
the school and made their way to Water- 
ford, where Howlett was recaptured, The 
other boy remains at large. 

Howlett yesterday admitted that the escape 
had been planned by himself and Kelly for 
some time past. He says that he became 
acquainted with Kelly a few weeks ago, and 
they resolved to make their escape. Howlett 
arranged a system of — The idea was 
to wait until a favourable opportunity pre- 
sented itself at the change of classes at 
about 3 p.m., when the customary vigilance 
of the teachers. would. be relaxed. 

At 3 o'clock on Monday the general 
entrance door of the institution was left open 
for a few moments, and when_classes were 
changing both boys slipped from the ranks 
and disappeared. Their absence was soon 
discovered, but by this time they had got 
well away. 

Making a detour so as to avoid Clonmel 
town, they went towards the railway line, 
along which they walked for several miles. 
Next they cut across the country, through 
woods and heavy undergrowth, which tore 
their clothing and lascerated their faces and 
hands. Once they were obliged to swim a 
river. Night coming on, and being much 
exhausted, and not a little frightened, they 
lay down in an empty shed. 

Resumirg their journey at sunrise, they 
made their way as far as Mooncoin. They 
were now very hungry, not having had any- 
thing to eat since they escaped, and they 
obtained some breadcrusts from a man who 
was on his way to Mooncoin. 

A short distance outside Mooncoin thev 
obtained a ‘‘lift’’ from a lorry driver, and 
reached Waterford, where they separated, 

Howleit was handed by his brother to the 
Civic Guards, but Kelly has not been found. 

The distance covered by the boys was thirty 
miles.

transfer postponed until they had an oppor- 
tunity of examining relevant’ facts and the 
various importaht questions which the 
Government's deefsion might bé efpected to 
involve. He believed that the status of the 
National Land Bank should not be taken as 
an individual matter, but rather in conjunc- 
tion with other questions of banking, credit, 
ctc., and, furthermore, that it should not be 
disposed of by the House until deputies had 
an opportunity of‘@ensidering the -findings of 
the Banking Commission:

Was that an indication that the policy of the 
Executive in the future was to have to those 
banking institutions entirely, work of fiananc- 
ing whatever concerns required accommoda- 
tion, or new industries that might now or in 
the future want assistance by. -way of credit 
or otherwise! If that was the policy follow-' 
ing on the action of the Executive Council, he 
certainly felt that the Dail should be given 
an opportunity of examining it in the full 
light of al! vhe facts that were available. 

_ He suggested that the House would be act 
ing unwisely in approving. the suggestion of 
the Executive Council, The wisdom of the 
action of the Minister could only be judged 
by the light of facts when they saw what were 
the final recommendations of the Bankiiig 
Commission as to the duty of the State. He 
would like to know whether the money sub- 
scribed to the Republican loan, becoming re- 
payable next year, had anything to do with 
the decision of the Minister. Had the outlook 
of the men who brought the National Land 
Bank into existence changed, and were they 
satisfied that the banking - institutions were 
going to do in the future what the Natioan 
Land Bank was set up to perform for the 
citizens of the State’? Tntil they had evi- 
dence that the policy pointed in that direc- 
tion they could not be satisfied that it was 
wise. and he felt, from the very few facts 
placed before them bv the Minister, that they 
would not be justified in coming to any such 
corclusion. So far as they could see, they 
hed not sufficient evidence to declare that the 
Minister had made a good bargain. 


WHAT NEXT? 

Mr. Jchnson said that it seemed to Pim an 
extraordinary thing that the Bank of Ireland 
should have. according to the sta‘ement of 
the Minister, taken the first step in the ne- 
gotiations for the sale of the National Land 
Bank. Had anything gone befora that? What 
would be thought or said if a private banking 
company offered to buy the Post 


Office, or the Army, or the. tele-: 


phone service. The Land Bank “was 
a State institution, and it was to be bought 
up by the Bank of Ireland. Perhaps that 
bank would like to buy the State itself, as, 
indeed, they had gone a long way towards 
doing. 

Whatever might be the state of the 
country, the banks always paid large divi- 
dends, and they were in a position to control 
State action, passively if not actively. He 
asked if there was any guarantee against the 
Bank of Ireland being bought out by the 
Bank of England. He should not be sur- 
yrised if within the next few vears the bank- 
ing institutions in this country were amal- 
— or, ‘a8 happened to the banks im 
Northern Ireland, that they showld become 
bound up with some of the English banks. 
If that were to happen, the banks would 
become the real governors of this island. 

The National Land Bank had not grown to 
the extent that some of them would have 
liked, but it was the Government that was 
responsible largely for that failure. The 
Minister for Finance was on its board, and 
there “was also a nominee of the Minister. 
They were given certain privileges and duties, 


Which duties were not done. He wondered 
whether the bank would not be more effec- 
tual in assisting industry aud agriculture if 
the State had given it real encouragement 
and help. 


! THE SECOND STEP. |. 

He thought that the Banking Commission s 
inguiry. should have been completed before the 
Government’ decided to cut adrift the 
national: banking institation from the con- 
trol of the State.’ Was the State taking 
only the first step, not knowing where the 
rest of the steps would lead’ The Dai 
should have been informed before that day 
ofethe first: steps that had been taken. The 
Government policy seemed to be a definite 
break from the policy that, was outlined in 
the early stage of the National Bank— 
that was to say that they. were abandoning 
for all time any thought that the State = 
to control banks: or banking, policy, and tha 
the banks were to: be left henceforward to 
work their. will upon industry, ahd agricul- 
ture. The House ought to know from the 
Minister whether the Government. had come 
to any decision as to pred are s that were 
to be given to private banks, particularly 
to the Bank of Ireland. 


LEGALITY QUESTIONED. 

Mr. O. Esmonde said that so far as he 
could see the method adopted by the Minister 
was illegal and unconstitutional. The Land 
Bank, so far as he could remember, was the 
property of the Dail, and not the property of 
the Minister for Finance. The bank was 
fouúded out of the proceeds of the first re- 
publican loan. He believed that he was the 
only private member in the House who had 
taken part in the campaign for the subscrip- 
tion of that Joan in this country; and with 
the exception of the Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, he was the only member of the 
House who had taken part in the subscription 
of the loan in the United States. No person 
who was interested in the success of that 
loan ever thought that they were subscribing 
for the ultimate interests of the Bank of 
Ireland. 

He inquired what was the position of the 
directors of the National Land Bank under 
the agreement. Were they to be incor- 
oorated in the Board of the Bank of Ireland? 
He asked also what was the particular posi- 
tion of the Bank of Ireland that gave it a 
right to make a private offer to the Govern, 
ment for the purchase of that undertaking, 
which was.denied to other banking: institu- 
tions. ‘Other financial. institutions, apparently, 
had net been informed that the Goverment 
was willing to sell the National Land Bank. 
A. State perquisite ought to be sold to the | 
highest bidder; and he wondered whether the 
future Public Aceounts Committee would be 
able to stand over the secret sale of the bank : 
to a private company without any attempt 
to find whether any better bid could be ob- 
tained. 


ALLEGED SECRET COUNGIL. 

Mr.. Wilson, while not suggesting that the 
sale was not a good one, or that the assets 
were not well disposed of by the Minister, 
regretted the sale at this particular time, in 
view Of the fact that the Banking Commis- 
sion had not reported, and in view of the 
pg of the country in connection with 
anks generally, The banks: m the Free 
State, he said, were virtually one—they 
had some kind of secret council which auto- 
matically gave the same terms to its cus- 
tomers, and 60 or 70 per cent, of the banks’ 
assets were invested in another @duntry. 
He-had hoped that something would have 
evolved from the report of the Banking Com- 
mission, so that that State Bank might have 
we] used to counter the monstrous charges 
which the combined banking trust was im- 
posing on the citizens. No business was pay- 
ing so well as the banks, while industry was 
supposed to be depressed and agriculture 
struggling, and nobody seemed to be making 
meney except the gombeen banks, 

le was concerned particularly with the 
case of the customers of the bank, many -of 
them farmers and many creameries, holding, 
perhaps, too much money on overdrafts, 
owing too much money to the bank; and he 
was interested to know whether the Minister 
had made any attempt to safeguard the in- 
terests of those customers. 

Mr. Norton said that the most amazing 
part cf the business had been the formal way 
in which the Minister announced the pro- 
posed sale to the Dail, and asked them to 
agree to the transfer of the State’s interest in 
the Land Bank without any opportunity of 
perusing the documentary conditions of sale 
and without haying the final report. of the 
Banking Conimission, ‘They were asked to 
take a step in the dark. He had hoped that 
the National Land Bank would become an 
effective curb on the activities of the other 
banks, and he regarded the action of the 
Minister as a retrogressive step. 

Mr. Nolan’ (Government. Party) suggested 
that the State would be found to lose to the 
extent of £500,000 as a result of the Land 
Vommiussion’s taking over the foolish in- 
yesitments made by the Land Bank in other 
days: Referring to the officials of the Land 
ank, Mr. Nolan said that he regretted to 
says that some of the officials had been any- 
one but helpful to the State in the pre-truce 
ays. 

Mr. R. Mulcahy asked if the Minister. pro- 
posed to introduce legislation, or if he 
thought that would be necessary, and further 
if, im view of the long adjournment of the 
Dail, he were in a position to state that the 
Banking Commission’s report would be issued 
before November, and if he would say that no 
action would be taken on the report before 
it was submitted to the House. 


MiNISTER’S REPLY. 
QUESTION OF INTERIM REPORT. 

Mr. Blythe, in his reply, said that a great 
deal of emphasis had been laid on the fact 
that the interim report of the Banking Com- 
mission was not in the hands of deputies. 
It had been said that the Government was 
taking the present action because of the 
interim report. ‘That is not correct,” he 
declared. ‘“‘We are not taking action 
because there was a positive recommen- 
dation.”’ 

Action was being taken because there was 
no recommendations that the National Land 
Bank could fulfil any new functions 
or any functions that were not being 
fulfilled by the other banks, The 
continuance of the Land Bank was not indi- 
cated by a single suggestion of new functions 
that might be fulfilled by it, 

‘* Although we have not got the final re- 
port of the Banking Commission, I think that 
the ground has been all covered, and that the 
final report will be in the nature of a 
resumé of the things contained in the interim 
reports. There will not, I think, be any- 
thing in any report to make us hesitate to 
conclude the bargain that it is now possible 
for us to conclude.” 

The Government, he continued, certainly 
did not desire a big State Bank organisation 
on the lines of the National Land Bank. He 
had no hesitation in saying that whatever 
might be the circumstances in other countries, 
a State Bank on the lines of the National 
Land Bank could not be successfully carried 
on. People who did not get the accommoda- 
tion that they thought they should get from 
the Land Bank were continually coming to 
Ministers and attempting to exercise political 
pressure. If the institution were a bigger 
one he did not know that the position would 
he any better. As a matter of fact, the 
recommendation of the League of Nations 
Committee on Central Banks had been to the 
effect that they should not be subject to 
political control.

HELP FOR INDUSTRY. 

“ There is no Mm of gar ourselves 
off from any idea of helping industry, or con- 
cerning herddives with credit. Y believe 
that before very long, as & result of the 
Bankitig Commision, we will be able to make 
proposals to the Dail both for agriculture 
and long credit and credit for industry. 

The Government did not. gain anything by 
keeping the National Land Bank, which was 
ne able to do anything for credit, becaus® it 
could nót get the. resources. Very little 
public money came into the Land Bank, and 
at one stage the bank hardly could have 
carried on but that the funds of the White 
Cross came along. Since then every effort, 
wlhiere possible, had been made to transfer 
Government moneys to’ the Land Bank, and 
it was always difficult to have the money 
available when it was. wanted, The Land 
Bank did nothing in the way of reducing 
rates of interest. It was a small bank that 
had to. carry on in the same manner as the 
ether banks. It had, no doubt, the germ of 
growth in it. Also it did something to pre- 
vent @ national struggle from developing 
into a land war, 

The interests of customers were protected 
as well as the interests of the staff. It was 
hoped to continue the present directors in 
office for another year towards securing that 
end, and thereafter the engagements entered 
into with customers would be continued, and 
they (customers) would have the accommoda- 
tion from the Bank of Ireland that they had 
from the Land Bank in the past, and they 
would not be subjected to any pressure that 
they would not have been subjected to if the 
change had not taken place. 

The Government's liabilities were limited to 
£13,000, and he did not think that they would 
amount to that. With regard to the question 
of introducing legislation, there was power 
under the Dail Eireann Loans and Funds Act 
to dispose of the Government's shares in the 
Land Bank so that legislation would not be 
necessary as the result of the transfer.

ARSON CHARGE. 


STORY OF MAN WHO SMOKED 
WHILE HOUSE BURNED. 

In the Central Criminal Court yesterday, 

The trial was begun yesterday of Patrick 
Daly, who is charged. with having on the 
17th December, 1926, set fire to his dwelling- 
house and farm. building at Knockannish, 
Spa, near Tralee, Co. Kerry, with intent to 
defraud. 

Opening the case, Mr. Carrigan said that 
an award of over £1,000 compensation “itt 
respect of the burning was made by the 
Circuit Court Judge for Kerry in January of 
this year, but a prosecution was instituted 
shortly afterwards. The house was purchased 
about 20 years ago by Father Foley (brother 
of prisoners wife), who was ministering in 
Scotland. His idea was to rehabilitate cer- 
tain members of his family, but those who 
took possession were evicted in 1911. Under 
a sort of Kerry treaty the prisoner and ‘his 
wife in some strange vague way bought the 
place. When the Civic Guard went to the 
fire they found the accused man smoking his 
pipe and looking on at the destruction of his 
property. He did not lift a hand for the 
couple of hours the guards were present. 

COMPENSATION AWARD. 

He claimed £2,500. compensation, and the 
judge awarded £1,055 10s.. The award was 
made on a Saturday, but on the following 
Monday the judge directed that an appeal be 
lodged against his decree. 

Detective Sergeant Patrick Kirwan, Kerry. 

said that when he arrived at the fire he saw 
the accused*standing in the lawn in front of 
the house, with his arms folded. . 
_Chief Superintendent Clinton, Civic Guard. 
Kerry, gave evidence that the accused ad- 
mitted that he had the place insured for over 
£4,000 since about a month before the fire 
A number of decrees had been granted against 
the accused, and three days before the fire 
the Sheriff had visited the place. 

Mr. © Donnell asked for a direction for an 
acquittal, saying that there was ne evidence 
against the accused. Father Foley, who was 
the sole owner, was a joint applicant with 
the accused for compensation.

High Court and Supreme Court. He said 
that new rules had been provided containing 
detailed proposals for uniformity of practice 
on oll matters, and for expediting proceed- 
ings and avoiding unnecessary delays. They 
were to be taken with the provisions of the 
Courts Officers Act, particularly as to the 
constitution of a Central Office. They laid 
down times within which various matters 
were to be done, and if any party was 
cnxious for an expeditious hearing there was 
no reason why his case should not be ripe for 
hearing within one month. Within twenty- 
one days (instead of within a year) an un- 
successful litigant had to decid? whether or 
not he would appeal against the derision 
of the Court. 

The question of appeals from the Cireuit 
Court was dealt with under Order No. 24. 
Some incunvenience had been caused by the 
large number of appeals awaiting hearing— 
they now numbered about a thousand—and it 
was hoped that the delegation of certain 
duties to the Master of the Central Office 
would ease the situation and allow quicker 
ve aoe to be made. The shortening of the 
ong vacation would give sixteen additional 
working days. The scale of fees allowed :.: 
solicitors was as nearly as possible the scale 
in force prior to the rules—the charges fixed 
in 1905, with an additional 50 per cent 

Mr. P. O'Maille, alluding to the provision 
for service of notices and summonses in the 
Gaeltacht, said that the Gaeltacht had not 
vet been uefined, and an Act for that purpose 
would be necessary. 


LITIGATION NO CHEAPER. 

Mr. Johnson complained that the rules did 
not fulfil the hope that had. been entertained 
widely that the new Courts system would 
reduce the cost of litigation. Except with 
respect to time and the avoidance of delav 
there was no change in procedure. and it was 
the procedure that necessitated the great cost 
on litigants. He understood that the methods 
they were now asked to confirm, of making 
applications to the Court on every successive 
motion and stage of a case, had been, in 
effect, disused, if not, in fact, abolished in 
Great Britain for somé™years past 

On points of detail, he mentioned that, as 
he understood, Free State citizens suing in 
England were required to give security for 
costs, but that English firms and persons 
suing in the Free State Courts were not 
required to give security. It should be the 
rule, he urged, that execution should be 
stayed as a matter of course when an appeal 
was entered from a decision of the Circuit 
Court; and it ought not to have to be the 
su.iect of a special application for a stay. 

Mr. Hewat expressed the hope that the 
Dail would have an vpportunity to review 
the rules after they had been in operation for 
a time. 

The Speaker said that the Minister for 
Justice was responsible for the rules, and 
a motion with regard to them could be made. 
The Dail could not itself make an amendment. 
but an amendment could be advocated, and 
the Minister could begin the process of amend- 
ing if 1t seemed good to him and appeared 
to be the will of the Dail 

Mr. Hewat—We should be able to ventilate 
any grievance felt under the Rules. 

The ker—It will be possible to do that. 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell said that it had been 
stated that the Rules of the High Court dis- 


| 


criminated against the use of the national 


language. It certainly did seem that the con- 
sideration given to Irish speakers was only 
given to those in the area known as the 
Gaeltacht, while those outside that area were 
given no rights in the matter. 


SUFFICIENT INTERPRETERS. 

Mr. O‘Higgins, replying, said that there 
would always be a sufficient number of in- 
terpreters attached to the courts to do the 
work required. As to the rules governing the 
use of the national language in the Gaeltacht 
and the rest of the Saorstat, the underlying 
idea was the same in each case. Rule 2 re- 
ferred to the Gaeltacht, and the position out- 
side that area was governed by Rule 3. The 
underlying idea he would emphasise was the 
same. It was simply recognised that defen- 
dant might have no knowledge of Irish what- 
ever, but if plaintiff wished to start his 
proceeding in Irish he must be allowed to do 
so. in the defendant’s interests he might 
provide an English translation, but if he did 
not defendant would be supplied with an 
English translation, which translation would 
be. made in the central office 

‘Underlying the difference between the 
two rules there is realism,” Mr. O’Higgins 
declared, “and an appreciation of the diffi- 
culties of the position existing at the moment. 
We have to face the fact that English is 
widely known and generally spoken in the 
Saorstat, and even in the Gaeltacht will he 
found men who know no Irish whatsoever. 
Take the other position. It is difficult to 
imagine persons outside the Gaeltacht kpow- 
ing no English whatsoever. The point is tnat 
no practising lawyer in the whole of the 
Saorstat is in the position that he knows 
Irish perfectly while he knows no English at 
all. We have to take the practising barrister 
as an iMportant—almost a fundamental— 
factor of the position 

“ILLUSORY.” 

‘It is simply illusory to pretend that we 
can carry on all the work of the court m 
Irish, even in the Gaeltacht. I put the 
dilemma like this. It is possible to carry on 
business in the courts everywhere in English. 
The justice knows it, the practising lawyer 
and the clerk, and if the witness does not his 
lawyer or someone else in the court will cer- 
tainly know sufficient to act as interpreter. 

'“ We are dealing now with the High Court, 
and it is admitted straight that there is 
no absolute equality between the position 
of Irish in the Gaeltacht and in the ‘rest of 
the State, These rules are the rules recom- 
mended by the committee, and they are put 
forward in a spirit of friendliness and help- 
fulness towards the national language. 1 
have no patience whatever with the people 
who profess to believe that they were framed 
in a spirit of hostility to or contempt for 
the national language. The absence of 
equality arises from recognition of the facts 
of the position. The rules are not intended 
as propaganda; they are intended for the 
administrative convenience of litigants and 
their professional representatives. 

“In the position now as we know it there 
is no question of any slight on the national 
language.” 

AN IMPOSSIBLE TASK. 

Dealing with the criticisms of Mr. Johnson, 
the Minister said that tbe deputy had com- 
plained that the hope had ha held out 
that law would be cheapened and that that 


hope was not fulfilled. The deputy had 
talked as of a cumbersome procedure drawn 
up by trade unionists for prospective litigants. 

e had not come down to bare facts or 
pointed to the shortcomings seen by his 
technical advisers. 

‘*It was not found possible,” declared the 
Minister, “ simply to create the millennium 
and cheap law for the multitude.’’ 

“Will that be the millennium?” asked 
Mr. Johnson, amid laughter. 

Continuing, Mr. O’Higgins said that counsel 
had to get their fees and the State the 
costs of administration. 

With regard to Deputy Johnson s point as 
to security in non-resident defendant cases, 
Mr. O'Higgins said that there seemed to be 
no need for alteration in the rules in that 
respect, as the procedure was the same in 
English and Irish Courts. 

One or two members were understood to 
express disagreement, and Mr. Johnson asked 
whether, if it were found that the procedure 
was not the same, the Minister would under- 
take to briag in a new rule. 

Mr. O'Higgins replied that he would not 
give that undertaking, but he would inquire 
into the advisability of bringing in a new 
rule. 

The motion that the rules for the High 
Court be approved was then put and declared 
carried. A division was not challenged. 


CIRCUIT COURT. 


The Minister for Justice moved the ap- 

proval of the Rules of the Circuit Court, and 
said it was expedient that they should come 
into operation on the 1st October, 1926. He 
referred to the very wide jurisdiction con- 
ferred on the Circuit Court by the Courts of 
Justice Act, and said that it was necessary 
in considering this court and this jurisdiction 
to clear ones mnd completely of any fancy 
analogy between that court and the old 
County Court, with its very limited jurisdic- 
tion. 
Under Section 48 of the Courts of Justice 
Act cases involving a considerable amount of 
money could be determined by the Circuit 
Court—up to £300. The Committee, he took 
it, were influenced by the fact that for all 
practical purposes this court, in the vast 
majority of cases, must be deemed to be the 
final court. The appeal on the stenographer’s 
note from the Circuit Court to the 4 
Court was becoming more and more to be 
recognised: by practitioners, both solicitors 
and barristers as an appeal on a matter of 
law, and he thought that it was true to say 
that the judges of the High Court had made 
it clear that where the basis of an appeal was 
a conflict of evidence or a matter of fact the 
High Court was not prepared to reconsider 
the decision of the Circuit Court. 

As the amount involved in many cases 
would be considerable, and as the right of 
appeal must be taken on the stenographer’s 
note of the evidence before the Circuit Court 
it was necessary to provide machinery, by 
which the net issue between the parties would 
be before the court, by which neither party 
would be taken: by surprise as to hearing, to 
insure that many matters, such as pleadings, 
discovery of documents, and applications for 
particulars, which weve necessary in the prac- 
tical procedure of these Circuit Courts, 
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should be available. It was, therefore, of 
very real and vital interest to a litigant te 
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have all the facts explained to the Circuit 
Court. 


SIMPLE PROCEDURE. 


Having dealt with the procedure described 
in the sections, he said that the procedure, 
they considered, was as simple as it could be 
made, On the question of costs, he said that 
the Committee had not drawn up a detailed 
scale of costs for the Circuit Court, but it 
was his RE that the High Court costs, less 
one-third, would be applicable. This rule 
would not meet with his approval as a per- 
manent proposal with nee. to costs in the 
Circuit Court, but as a temporary expedient 
to bridge over the time when proposals as to 
costs could be put forward he considered it 
sufficiently good. The reduction of one-third 
on the High Court costs did not represent 
entirely the relief to litigants. Considerable 
relief was involved in the question of wit- 
nesses’ expenses, which would be very much 
less by reason of the local venue. It was 
hoped that a detailed scale of costs would be 
prepared by the Committee at as early a date 
as possible, and when prepared it would be 
brought before the Dail. 

They had considerable difficulty in forming 
a just estimate of the value of pleadings in 
the Circuit Court, and men of experience had 
put before them different points of view on 
the subject. He himself was of opinion that 
the issue in actions for over £50 should be 
clearly knit, and that parties should know 
what case they had to meet before coming 
into court. The Circuit Court was now prac- 
tically the final court, when there would be 
no appeal on matters of fact, and any appeal 
that might be taken would be based on the 
stenographer’s notes, and confined to points 
of law. The proposal was that pleadings be 
dispensed with in such cases, from £50 down, 
and that they be made necessary in cases from 
£50 to £300, which was to be the limit of 
jurisdiction in the Circuit Court. 


REJECTION MOVED. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson moved an amendment 
which asked the Dail to refuse to approve of 
the Rules of the Circuit Court, because the 
rule-making authority had not formulated 
rules which would enable all cases to be 
brought to trial in the simple form that at 
present existed, without the necessity for 
** pleadings,’ and the heavy charges upon 
litigants which the system of “' pleadings “ 
would involve. 

What, he asked, were the faults to be 
found with the existing procedure? Probably 
not more than 25 per cent. of the cases that 
were tried were cases that would require 
pleadings, and it was undesirable to impose 
an obligation for pleadings on the other 75 per 
cent.

APPEAL LODGED AGAINST 
JUDGMENT. 

In the Supreme Court, Dublin, vesterday 
the recent judgment.of Mr. Justice Meredith, 
in which he decided that patent rights 
granted in Great Britain to a British firm of 
manufacturers, did not ‘extend to the Irish 
Free State, was mentioned by Mr. Marnan, 
who (instructed by Messrs. Findlater and Co.)

The proceedings had been brought by the 
British Thomson-Houston Company, Ltd., o

ture and sale of electric lamps and filaments.

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YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


TRADING STOCK IN HAND. | 


CORK REVENUE CASE. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 

FITZGIBBON and MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the plaintiffs in the case of Messrs. W. Green 
and Co., grain merchants and importers, of 
Cork, against the Revenue Commissioners, re- 
lating to excess profits, from a decision of Mr. 
Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice O'Byrne in 
the High Court in favour of the deiendants 
on a “case stated ” by the latter, affirming 
the assessments, on the ground that goods 
comprised in some seven contracts of the 
plaintiff company were not trading stock in 
hand on August 51, 1921, within the meaning 
of Rule 1 of Part II. of the second schedule 
of the Finance Act, 1921, and must, therefore, 
be excluded from the appellants’ claim for 
allowance of relief under that part of the 
second schedule. 

During the food control period up to dist 
March, 1921, cargoes of grain, it was stated, 
were distributed by the Wheat Commission 
between the appellants and Messrs. R. and H. 
Hall, Ltd., and Messrs. E. McDonnell and Co, 
The goods now in question were not in the 
actual possession of appellants or of Messrs. 
R. and H. Hall, Ltd., being abroad or at sea. 
The usual practice of the appellants was to 
include only stock actually paid for, but for 
the purpose of, their claim they included the 
portions unsold on August 31, 1921, of ail 
stock of which contracts had been signed on 
or before that date, 

The question was whether the goods could 
be correctly described as trading stock in the 
hands of appellants under the circumstances 
mentioned. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., Mr. Carson, K.C., and 
Mr. Hallinan (instructed by Messrs. Foley 
and Emerson) appeared for the appelants ; 
and Mr. McCann, K.C., Mr. Shannon, K.C.. 
Mr. Bewley. K.C., and Mr. Lavery (instructed 
by Mr, Bartholomew Collins, Revenue 
Solicitor) for the Commissioners. 

_ The arguments had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

LORD ROSSMORE’S APPEAL 
ALLOWED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

An appeal was heard on behalf of Lord 
Rossmore against a dismiss by Judge Devitt 
of a claim made against the Monaghan County 
Council for £1,775 damages for the alleged 
malicious destruction by fire of a gate lodge 
on the Rossmore estate, Monaghan, on the 
16th March, 1925. 

It appeared that this gate lodge, besides 
being used on the estate, was also used as a 
sort of clubhouse by golfers, the other golf 
houses having been burned, There had been 
no fire or artificial lighting in the lodge, it 
was stated, when it was locked up the evening 


prior to the burning. The Circuit Judge said t 


that he could not say that it had been proved 
to his satisfaction that the burning was the 
result of a malicious act, and accordingly dis- 
missed the elaim. 

Having heard counsel, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that they had 
come to the conclusion that the appéal must 
be allowed. They were satisfied on the 
evidence that the applicant had discharged 
the onus that was upon him of negativing 
accident. It had been proved that it was the 
intention of Lord Rossmore to employ an ad- 
ditional gamekeeper, who was to live in this 
pavilion, and the agent of the estate went to 
England to engage thig man. It was 
significant that on the morning of the return 
of the agent the place was found to be 
burned out, although the new gamekeeper had 
not actually arrived at that time. The appeal 
would be allowed, with costs to Lord Ross- 
more in the Court below and on appeal. As 
Judge Devitt had not assessed the damage, 
they remitted the case to him to do so. 

Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. Russell (instructed 
by Mr. W. Martin) appeared for Lord Ross- 
more: and Mr. James Geoghegan, K.C., and 
Mr. Lavery (instructed by Mr. Henry Murphy) 
for the County Council, 

Depending upon the result of this appeal 
are claims by over eighty of the golfers for 
compensation for loss sustained as a result of 
the fire.

DEBENTUBE HOLDER'S MOTION. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the matter of Hardman vy. the Shamrock 
Cycle Syndicate, an application was made on 
behalf. of Mr. Gerald Tench, solicitor, a 
debentire holder of the company, for an order 
that the defendant, George Kernan, and his 
accountant, George Finney, be ordered to 
hand over the several ledgers and account 
hooks of the Shamrock Motor Works, and all 

income tax receipts and assessments. 

The application was grounded on the afi- 
davit of Mr. Gerald Tench, who stated that, 
as the holder of £500 second debentures and 
on behalf of the other second debenture 
holders, he was concerned as to the claim of 
the Income Tax Commissioners. He alleged 
that the company was always in an insoivent 
condition, and stated that m the years 1917 
and 1918 he had an action pending to recover 
£500 and interest £300, and that in 1919 he 
accepted £400 in satisfaction of £800. besides 
over £100 in law costs. He referred to an 
account and balance sheet for 1919, in which 
it was set out that £164 19s. income tax 
had been paid, but according to the claim 
of the Inland Revenue this had not 
been paid, and the alleged profits of the 
company were disposed of, as alleged, by un 
item, “drawings of George Kernan, £2,074 
l4s. 10d.,” followed by the item, “ redemp- 
tion of debenture of Gerald Tench, £400.” 
If £2,074 was received by George Kernan, 't 
was not, as alleged, applied in the discharge 
of the company’s liabilities. ‘The £400 paid 
to him (Mr. Tench) was borrowed from the 
Royal Bank, and, as the bank refused to 
edvayce further money, he advanced to 
George Kernan £500 apon other debentures, 
and from time to time advanced money io 
ray the weekly wages of the company, and 
he now alleged that there is over £800 due 
tc him. ‘Upon the accounts made out, the 
company was assessed at £790 íor excess 
profits in 1918. From time to time the 
defendant had, as alleged, undertaken to 
bring in an account of the actual receipts and 
payments, and it was stated that he and his 
accountant had obtained form the receiver, 
Mr. David Telford, the ledgers and account 
books of the company for the purpose of 
making out some account. 

Mr. Maloney (instructed by Mr. G. Tench), 
who appeared for the plaintiffs, said that this 
company was insolvent. It was subject to 
a very large claim in respect of excess profits 
dutv and .pcome tax, and for the purpose «f 
keeping up a good appearance in the b ance 


i 


sheets profits were disclosed which wete non: ; 
existent, and the company was assessed on year. 


non-existent profits. They wished to re-open 
all those assessments, and go into them, for 
the purpose of showing that the profits were 
illusory. 

Mr. Joseph Tierney, solicitor, who appeared 
for Mr. Kernan and Mr. Finney. stated that 
the receiver handed over the books to his 
clients, because ho (the receiver) would not 
prepare the accounts himself. After twelve 
months’ labour his clients had now the 
accounts prepared, end there remained only 
six months, out of the seven years, to be 
accounted for. 

Mr, Justice Meredith made an order allow- 
ing Mr. Kernan ands his accountant until 
September 15th next to hand over the com- 
panv's account books,

LAND BANK’S APPLICATION. 

(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
Tn the casc of the National Land Bank, 

Ltd., against the Wolfhil! Collieries, Ltd.. 
Mr. Dickie, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
James Henry (instructed by Messrs. James 
O'Connor and Co.), on behalf. of the 
plaintiffs applied for an order restrain- 
ing Owen Kennna, Matthew Hughes, 
Thomas Brennan, Charles Sixsmith, Andrew 
Brennan, all of Wolfhill, and James 
Brown. Crettyard, Carlow, from trespassing, 
taking coal or interfering with or disposing of 
any of the property of the collieries. Counsel 
said that there was a debenture holders’ 
action in connection with the collieries, in 
which the National Land Bank, Ltd., were 
the plaintiffs, and they discovered some time 
ago that certain people in the neighbourhood 
of the colliery—which had stopped—were 
making a small colliery of their own, and 
taking up coal in various parts of the lands 
over which the Wolfhill Collieries, Ltd., had 
tights under a lease from Mr. Parkinson and 
other people, ‘The plaintiffs had issued and 
attempted to serve notices of motion against 
the persons named, but owing to some difh- 
culty they were only able to serve it on one— 
Charles Sixmith—who was now present, and 
who said that he had his land bought under 
the Land Commission and had a right to the 


‘ mines. That was not so in law, but, as there. 


was only the one man in court, he asked his 
lordship to adjourn this motion until they 
were able to serve the other people. 

Charles Sixmith, in reply to his lordship, 
said that he agreed ‘to an adjournment, adding 
that he always had been a law-abiding citizen. 
He was informed that he was entitled to the 
coal, as ke had bought the land out under the 
1903 Act. He had done his best to find out 
who was the owner of the mine, and could 
not find out. 

Mr. Justice Johnston advised Mr. Sixmith 
to.go to á solicitor if he. thought he had a 
case. 

Mr. Sixmith—The mine is no use to me: it 
is only of use to the men working it. They 
are all starving; they are in a starving cond- 
tion, with their wives and children, It is not 
worth as much as a match to me. 

Mr. Dickie--What he wanis to explain is 
that certains men who were working in the 
Wolfhill mites have nothing to do and are 
starting the mine on his land. What, he 
means is he has no objection to them doing it, 
but if they have no right he will have to .gtop 
them doing it. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he would 
allow the matter to stand until Thursday 
week.
